Albert A. Pope, of Boston, who has 
been one of the chief agitators of the 
good roads subject, sent his address to 
be read for him, with the explanation 
that a trip to Mexico prevented his 
presence, Tbe beginning of the move- 
ment for good roads, Mr. Pope stated, 
dates from the effort in April last to in- 
duce the World's fair managers to pro- 
vide a building for the good roads ex- 
hibit of the exposition. This interested 
the newspapers and a number of public 

en. 

President Harrison wrote that a want 
of understanding and system has re- 
sulted in a nearly useless expenditure 
of suflicient labor and money to have 
furnished the settled portions of the 
country with good substantial roads. 
Postmaster (ieneral Wannmaker was 
quoted as saying that looking at it 
from a postal standpoint, enlarged free 
delivery or the extension of free de- 
livery to the rural districts will have to 
be postponed until there is a radical 
improvement of roada The ex- 
periments that have been made 
the smaller towns have proven the 
practicability of greatly extending 
free delivery, but without better 
-»ads it must be restricted to the 
mailer towns. CoL Pope said further 
that the Interest of railroad presidents 
had been enlisted, and that the heads 
of educational Institutions had been 
urged to make the subject of good roads 
a part of their course. Harvard college 
ha» put the suggestion into rTTect by 
teaching proper methods of highway 
construction, and graduates will be 
given the degree of road engineer. The 
most important step in the direction of 
good roads, aays Col. Pope, is the effort 
to establish in Washington a road de- 
partment similar to tbe agricultural de- 
partment, and to be knowu as the 
transportation department 

The moat practical paper read during 
the day, and the one receiving the most 
emphatic expressions of approval, was 
that presented by O. W. Dorrell, of 
Switzerland county, on the "Roads of 
Southern Indiana." 

Mr Dorrell said he had exhausted his 
vocabulary and Marched the dictionary 
for adjectives to describe the villainous 
eondition of the roads of southern Indi- 
ana. His subject he considered under 
three heads— causes, conditions and 
results. The cause of this condi- 
tion of the country roada, Mr. Dorrell 
ascribed to hap-hazard methods of Im- 
provement*, Incompetence of road 
supervisors, etc. He advocated . that 
the present system of calling out the 
able-bodied men between 21 and 
V) to work the roads be abolished; 
that a direct tax be levied and collected, 
and the expenditure of It be committed 
to a practical and honest board. Mr. 
Dorrell said only ten per cent, of the 
roada of hla county were of gravel, but 
annually there had been expended 
enough money, for which there was 
little or nothing to show, to build ten 
miles of pike. 

Stone, of Warrick county, ad- 
vocated the wiping from the statute 
books of all existing legislation and the 
construction of roads under an entire 
new system that will show 
for the money and labor expended.
